THIRTEENTH CAVALRY TO THE RESCUE 


Fighting in the Streets of the City 


Lasted 
Two 
Hours— Civilians 
and Soldiers Killed— Build­ 
ings Were Set Afire. 


Columbus, N. M., March 9 —A band 


of Mexican bandits 
numbering 
be­ 
tween 800 and 1,000 supposedly under 
the command of General Villa, raided 
I 
1 
United States territory this morning. 
They attacked the city of Columbus, 
killed American civilians and set fire 
to many of the buildings. 
For two 
hours 
fighting 
continued 
in 
the 
streets. 
Col. H. J. Slocum, in command of 
United States troops, speedily brought 
the Thirteenth cavalry into action and 
shortly after 6 o’clock drove the raid­ 
ers across the border. 
Nine civilians 
and six troopers were reported dead 
early in the day. 
The dead are:

Information that Villa and his lieu­ 
tenant, Fable Lopez, were in personal 
command of the raiders w as given by | 
a Mexican rancher captured by them! 
last Sunday. 
He told of their hang­ 
ing of American ranchers 
and 
de­ 
clared that one American, whose name 
he did not know-, had been hanged at 
the same time. 
The Mexican inform­ 
ant said that Villa had between 800 
and 1,000 men and a machine gun pla­ 
toon . Ile told Col. Slocum that Villa 
left Grande Tuesday, journeyed north 
and at 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
left a point on the Boca Grande and 
started for the border. 
‘‘Traveling north, he 
crossed 
the 
border west of Columbus and entered 
by a ditch. 
Villa was 
in 
personal 
command,” 
said 
the Mexican, ‘‘and 
said that he was going to kill every 
American because the American gov­ 
ernm ent did not treat him right.” 
‘‘Villa declared,” so 
the 
Mexican 
states, ‘‘Carranza could never bring 
.about peace. 
With Villa wTere Pablo 
Lopez, Martin Lopez, Col. Candelario 
Sevantes .Col. Cruz Chavez, Gen. Jose 
Fernandez and General Beltran.” 
When the bandits were discovered 
in the town, Lieutenant Castellum, of­ 
ficer of the day, turned out all of the 
men remaining in the camp. 
Shriek­ 
ing battle yells, the Mexicans, in over- j 
whelming numbers, rushed into the i 
town, north of the railroad tracks. A 
courier was sent to General Lindsley 
at Gibbons ranch, fifteen miles east, 
to bring up the troops posted there. 
The first volley of rifle shots woke 
all of the town peoples. 
Villa is said 
to have been seen by several Ameri­ 
cans, directing his men. 
He cut the 
telegraph wires east to El Paso to pre­ 
vent any call for American troops sta­ 
tioned there. 
The 
telephones 
also 
were put out of communication. 
While part of his forces fought the 
hastily rallied American troops, Villa 
is said to have detailed 
snipers 
to 
fire houses which were also riddled 
with bullets . Biggs, his wife and two 
children, in the living quarters of the 
customs house, barricaded themselves 
behind mattresses. 
Jagger, his wife 
and two children, on the second floor 
of the railroad station, did the same. 
In the section house nearby Foreman 
S. II. McCullough and his wife and 
four children sought safety 
on 
the 
floor while the bullets flew over their 
heads . C. C. Miller was shot dead as 
he dashed from his drug store to the 
Hoover hotel across 
the 
street. 
A 
woman, dragging a little girl by the 
hand, w’as wounded 
and 
stumbled 
over the druggist's body. 
Snipers posted in front of buildings 
which had been set on fire shot at 
the Americans as they sought refuge 
from the flames. These snipers moved 
from one place 
to 
another 
under 
cover of darkness . The lighting of 


lamps 
by 
householders 
and 
hotel 
guests, who were startled out of a 
sound sleep by the rifle shots, prompt­ 
ly brought forth a showier of bullets. 
Every house in town and every win­ 
dow in every hou o was hit from one 
to a dozen times. 
Citizens 
armed 
themselves 
and 
from 
vantage 
points 
within 
their 
homes answered 
the 
shots 
of 
the 
Mexicans. 
Some of the bandits tried 
to entice the Americans out into the 
street 
by 
speaking English. 
J. S. 
Dean was caught in this way. A Mex­ 
ican 
who 
spoke 
excellent English 
called to him. 
Ile emerged from the 
doorway and his reply betrayed him 
to be an American. At the same time 
another American shouted, ‘‘Hey, who 
are you?” ‘‘Villa, Villa,” came the re­ 


ply.

An American company is now" re­ 
ported to have made overtures for a 
street car franchise. Several months 
ago an English and French combina­ 
tion was bidding for the 
street car 
privilege in Peking, and at one time 
it was reported to have entered into 
a contract with the government. The 
minister of 
the 
interior, Chu Chi­ 
dden, who is acting director of the 
Peking municipality, 
has 
called 
a 
general meeting of officials for a dis­ 
cussion of the 
proposed 
street car 
lines. Tile Chinese are eager for an 
improved transportation system. 
Peking has 
two 
railway stations, 
which are on opposite sides of the city 
a distance of more than four miles 
apart. This trip requires nearly 
an 
hour in a rickshaw. In the days when 
time was of little value to the Chi­ 
nese suggestions concerning electric 
street railways were ignored. 
But 
now' time has come to be more of a 
factor in Chinese 
life, 
and 
there 
seems to be little opposition to elec­ 
tric cars. 
The summer palace, which is prob­ 
ably the greatest show place in the 
vicinity of Peking, is 
about twelve 
miles from the legation quarter and 
in the vicinity of Tsing Hua college, 
w’hich is sustained by the Boxers’ in­ 
demnity 
funds 
remitted 
by 
the 
American 
government. 
These twro 
points of interest are 
much sought 
by tourists and will probably be con­ 
nected up by electricity 
when 
the 
city gets a street car system. 
The 
Ming tombs, the 
Nankou 
Pass, on 
the Great Wall, and scores of other 
points of 
interest 
less 
than 
IOO 
miles from Peking, afford a great op­ 
portunity for an 
electric interurban 
system. 
Tien-Tsin, 
the seaport for 
Peking, is only eight> miles away.

Wilson’s ‘‘supreme wish” is to “avoid 
the calamity of war,” the senate w’as 
informed 
Wednesday 
by 
Senator 
Stone, of Missouri, chairman of the 
committee on foreign relations. 
The statement was made in connec­ 
tion with Senator Stone’s announce­ 
ment that he would defer making a 
carefully prepared speech on the legal 
phases of the armed ship controversy. 
The senator indicated that he de­ 
sired to do his part toward term inat­ 
ing the discussion of international is­ 
sues which might prove embarrassing 
to the administration while negotia­ 
tions of a delicate character are pend­ 
ing. 
More than ordinary attention was 
paid by the senate to Senator Stone’s 
brief statement, which 
he 
read. 
It 
was known and he so announced that 
he had a conference with the presi­ 
dent Tuesday night, in 
which 
they 
frankly 
exchanged 
views, and the 
Missourian’s 
declaration 
that 
the 
president was striving to avoid war 
was accepted as an authoritative repu­ 
diation of a contrary attitude credited 
to the president in the “wild rumors” 
recently repeated in the 
senate 
by 
Senator Gore, of Oklahoma. 
The impression prevailed generally 
today that, so far as congress is con­ 
cerned, the armed ship question is a 
“dead letter,” unless unforeseen com­ 
plications should arise.

‘‘I am sure I will not offend if I say 
that, so far from the president desir­ 
ing to involve this country in this dis­ 
astrous European war, his supreme 
wish is to avoid that calamity. 
“I may not be in accord with some 
of his views; I have already stated 
that on the senate floor, but it should 
be impossible for any senator to be­ 
lieve 
that

When the police arrived the physi­ 
cian was pacing the floor in a dqzed 
condition, and to all questions an­ 
swered, “I don’t know.” 
The woman’s nose had been broken 
and badly bruised. 
The body showed 
signs of a desperate struggle before 
death, the coroner said. Many bottles 
were strewn about 
the 
room. 
Cor­ 
oner’s Physician Lehan said the wro- 
man had been dead from eighteen to 
twenty hours. 
Tenants of the building said Dr. 
Searing had introduced the woman 
to them three w'eeks ago as his wife. 
After half an hour’s questioning, ac­ 
cording to Police 
Inspector 
Gray, 
Searing finally began to reply in a 
rational manner. He told the off icers 
that the woman had “fallen out of a 
chair” and received the injury which 
caused her death. 
Because of the physician’s condi­ 
tion, he apparently being under the 
influence of drugs, he w-as sent to 
Bellevue hospital under guard, but 
when the police attempted to ques­ 
tion him he lapsed into unconscious­ 
ness. 
The discovery of

mysterious 
murder followed a tip given by John 
Guckner, w'ho occupies apartments 
above the physician. 
Buckner heard noises in the apart­ 
ment below and telephoned to Lieut. 
Quinn of the Mercer street station. 
Policemen w-ere sent to the house, 
but w-ere unable to secure entrance. 
The police broke open the door and 
found Dr. Searing excitedly pacing 
the floor. 
Going into the bedroom, 
the officers found the woman’s body. 
The janitor of the building said the 
woman had been at the apartment two 
or three times. 
Investigation by the detectives tend­ 
ed to establish the woman’s identity 
as Miss Kiernan.

It was said that Dr. Searing also in­ 
troduced the girl as his wife to a 
aundress w'ho called for his washing.

bly forty others seriously injured, sev- 


' eral fatally, in a fire late yesterday at 
I the city jail bathhouse. 
The blaze .started from a flash of 
! flame from a large tub of gasoline and 
kerosene 
solution 
used to destroy 
germ-carrying lice. 
In their first re­ 
ports officials attributed the origin to 
the deliberate action of one of the 
prisoners in throwing a lighted match 
in one of the containers. 
More than a score of prisoners, who 
were thoroughly saturated 
with 
the 
solutions, were enveloped in flames. 
Jail attendants immediately opened 
two exits, allowing a number of the 
prisoners in the bathroom to escape, 
although seriously burned. 
Surrounding the bath quarters are 
rows of cells, mostly filled with pris­ 
oners. Tin4 cells adjacent to the bath 
were caught in the flames and it was 
in these that most of the fatalities oc­ 
curred . Volunteer rescuers aided in 
dragging out the victims, many uncon­ 
scious and badly burned. The fire de­ 
partment quartered in the same build­ 
ing extinguished the blaze before it 
had spread to other parts of the jail. 
An investigation to determine the 
!cause of the fire has been ordered bv 
Mayor Tom Lea. 
About 
fifty 
unharmed 
prisoners 
were removed from cells on the same 
floor and placed in quarters on the 
second floor of the building, under hea­ 
vy police guard. 
H. M. Cross, an American, who died 
of injuries, was named as the man 
who struck the match that caused the 
fire, in a statement made by II. G. 
Bagby, one of the trusties on guard, 
Cross was under arrest as a vagrant. 
His home is said to have been in Dav­ 
enport, la. 
Thirty-eight 
persons, 
it was said, 
early last night, had been taken to the 
county hospital. 
Dr. G. B. Calnan, 
chief 
police 
surgeon, 
was 
injuied 
slightly. 
The disinfecting tubs w'ere placed 
near the doorway leading to the po­ 
lice hospital. 
The burst 
of 
flames 
blew out doors and windows and the 
blaze swept the hospital, rendering it 
useless for the press of emergency 
work which followed. 
On fire from head to foot, the nude 
victims dashed into the streets and 
alleys surrounding the prison. 
Sev­ 
eral, evidently maddened by the pain, 
outdistanced all pursuers, and disap­ 
peared . Only one of these had been 
found several hours after the disaster. 
One of the victims, a veritable torch, 
plunged through the jagged remains 
of a window ane and clambered to 
the roof of the jail, wrhere he was 
rescued by firemen, only to die a few 
minutes later. 
A majority of the inmates of the jail 
were out at work at the time of the 
accident.
